There are a lot of questions 
which reveal the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff idea isn’t working. On the 
record, it has failed the nation 
by demanding everyone keep a 
closed mouth and play on a team 
which has no quarterback. 

The President’s State of the 
Union speech, to be delivered to- 
day, will require implementation. 
We will need the Gavins and Rick- 
overs to cut the red tape.

Diamond King Dies, 
Leaves $100 Million 


NAIROBI, Kenya, Jan. 8 (®—Dr. John T. Williamson, a Canadian 
lumberman’s son, who searched Africa until he found a diamond 
fortune in Tanganyika, died early today near the mine that made 


him rich. 

He left a fortune estimated at 
100 million dollars. 

The shy 50-year-old geologist, 
one of the world’s wealthiest 
bachelors, usually received about 
500 proposals of marriage a year. 
He was buried quietly this after- 
noon at Mwadui, the richest pri- 
vately owned mine in the world. 

Williamson’s death came six 
weeks after that of Sir Ernest 
Oppenheimer, with whom he 
fought a titanic battle for a grip 
on the diamond trade. 

He lived in a lonely, jungle- 
surrounded house near the mine. 
Until recently he had continued to 


work hard at the six-square-mile | 


diamond claim.

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Congress Awakens; 


Will Country, Also? 


President Eisenhower's request for a 
$1.260,000,000 supplemental defense 
budget for the current fiscal year will be 
granted speedily. 

A Congress which only a few months 
aco was all too eager to economize seems 
ready to give the administration whatever 
it needs to enable it to stay abreast of the 
Russians in the race into the space age. 

It should be recalled that this same 
Congress and this same administration, 
except for a few more realistic members, 
complacently assumed until launching of 
the Sputnik that this country held a com- 
fortable lead in military power as well as 
in technology. That theory has been ex- 
ploded in a new sense of urgency best 
expressed by Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson's 
statement Tuesday that the nation which 
controls space will gain “total control 
over the earth.” 

Shocked rudely out of our apathy by 
a Soviet scientific and propaganda victory 
which has rocked U.S. prestige to its 
foundations, both the administration and 
Congress seem ready to get together on 
programs to repair the damage—if it can 
be repaired. The amazing thing is how the 
executive and legislative branches of the 
nation’s government could have disre- 
garded obvious facts and risked our very 
existence on advice from budget balancers 
and the ill-informed. 

It is encouraging to see that both par- 
ties seem determined to lay aside politics, 
at least where it concerns the nation’s 
survival. While there will be loud dis- 
agreements and much laying-on of blame 
—blame which the: administration cannot 
escape—the need for doing whatever is 
necessary to restore this nation’s military 
security and its international prestige 1s 
recognized by all.

It lies in not meeting its 
diplomatic and economic offensive as 
surely as in falling behind in the rockets, 
missiles and space-age races. 

The United States can and must over- 
come the failings for which we can blame 
only ourselves. We are all guilty of dn in- 
credible somnolence and smugness of 
which Washington has been only the re- 
flection.

Local Education Costs 


Are Still On the Rise 


While we are opposed to the sales 
tax as the present answer to the prob- 
lem, the people of Atlanta and Fulton 
County may as well face up to the finan- 
Cial facts of their schools. Both systems 
will continue to cost more each year for 
some years to come. 

Since 1955 the Atlanta school budget 
has grown from $14,822,011.13 to $23,- 
250,000 in 1958. It is expected to hit $29,- 
750,000 by 1960, an increase of $6,500,000 
during the two-year period. 

Fulton County’s school budget in 1956 
was $4,895,687.48 and this is expected to 
reach 12 million by 1960. The figures are 
based on actual growth of the systems in 
enrollment with the consequent increase 
in instructional and building needs. 

Currently Fulton County’s system is 
growing at an accelerated rate as At- 
Janta’s population spills out into the per- 
imeter areas. 

While Atlanta is facing an increase of 
from 14% to 2% mills for schools in the 
current year, Fulton may be able to get 
along without an increase. But as Com- 
missioner Carlyle Fraser points out, the 
county itself may be in financial trouble 
in a couple of years. 

Normal economic growth, of course, 
will continue to add to the tax digest. But 
in the past the increase has not been 
rapid enough to offset the growing cost 
of education and other services. This 
points to a dilemma in local finances 
which will test the best brains of the 
community. 

The big question is how much taxation 
can be placed on real estate without dis- 
couraging home ownership and the build- 
ing industry. Or can some alternate 
means of taxation b¢ adopted to meet the

added costs? At present, cities and coun- 
ties are limited by law in the kind and 
amount of taxes they may levy. 

Granted that certain economies can 
be made by placing more emphasis on 
pure education and less on “frills,” the 
total school bill still will go up with en- 
rollment. 


The thorough study by the Novem- 
ber-December grand jury served a highly 
useful purpose in focusing attention on 
the very real problem ahead. Meanwhile, 
the state should realize that Atlanta, Ful- 
ton and other metropolitan areas are go- 
ing about as far as they can in local sup- 
port and come through with more state 
funds where the greatest need exists.

Sound Plan Advanced 
To Cut Highway Toll 


House and Senate committees have 
dug deep into the problem of traffic 
safety and produced some solid pro- 
posals for reducing the highway accident 
toll. 

However, the study still has failed to 
produce findings aimed at correcting dis- 
crepancies in enforcement caused by the 
fee system and lack of a uniform system 
of traffic courts. 

The two most important of the many 
sound recommendations are those which 
urge a sharp increase in the number of 
State troopers and establishment of a 
driver training program. 

The committee’s requested 70-man in- 
crease for duty on the highways and. 34 
men for the proposed driver licensing pro- 
gram should be regarded as the absolute 
minimum required. It will cost money 
but it will be the wisest investment the 
state can make in saving lives and shrink- 
ing property damage losses. 

Georgia must implement a driver 
training program and make it a prerequi- 
site to obtaining a license. 

The committee advocates that the 
courses be taught in local school systems 
and that the over-all program be under 
supervision of the Department of Safety. 
This arrangement can be worked out on 
an after-school basis so as not to inter- 
fere with the regular curriculum. 

As for financing the instruction, the 
Legislature would do well to increase the 
price of licenses for beginners instead of 
going along with the committee’s sug- 
gested 10 per cent state levy on traffic 
violation fines. The latter smacks too 
much of being another version of the fee 
system. It would be open to abuse in what 
could become an overzealous campaign to 
raise the necessary money. 

A provision also should be included 
which would require persons beyond 
school age to take driver training either 
in the high school setup or in reputable, 
state-approved private driver training 
schools before becoming eligible for li- 
censes. 

These details can be ironed out with 
a minimum of difficulty. The state must 
get on with an all-out effort in this 
important field. 

But additional patrolmen and driver 
training will not end an equally glaring 
defect in law enforcement—the lack of a 
uniform system of traffic courts and 
handling of traffic cases. The present en- 
forcement hodgepodge with its almost un- 
believable discrepancies and abuses of the 
fee system builds no respect for law. It 
must give way to a more realistic atti- 
tude toward traffic violations.

Revival of the Poll Tax 
Would Solve Nothing 


There was a time, in colonial days, 
when the right to vote was determined 
by the acreage a man owned or the size 
house to which he held deed. 

A vestige of the property qualification 
is the poll tax. The tax has been dying 
slowly of its own weakness. 

One by one, the states have shelved it. 

In Georgia the 1945 Legislature abol- 
ished the poll tax. As governor, Ellis 
Arnall was the champion of poll tax 
repeal. 

Roy Harris, then House speaker, 
steered repeal through that chamber. Mr. 
Harris declared at the time “the poll tax 
is much ado about nothing.” He said 
it was a levy being made “a political 
football” which could and would affect 
seriously the future of the state. - 

Even Eugene Talmadge came out at 
the time for repeal of the tax. 

Thus were these diverse individuals 


alike in their opposition to this unfair 


levy. ‘ 

Nothing has happened since to justify 
the poll tax or to destroy the democratic 
principle which it contradicts. 

No man should be made to pay for 
the right to vote. 

Democracy is founded on participa- 
tion of the informed, intelligent citizen. 

Revival of the poll tax would be an 
affront to the democratic process. 

Nothing should be done to discourage 
the qualified from voting. Only the 
patently unqualified should be barred 
from the polis.

— All of this 
stewing and worrying about what 
we are going to do about teaching 
science seems just a little queer 
to one who taught school before 


the schools were nationalized with 
reformed curriculums and meth- 
ods of teaching. In those days 
each state controlled its school 
system. Also in those days the 
schools really got the job done. 

I wonder if it could possibly be 
that it would be better to discon- 
tinue some of the reforms which 
have been foisted on the schools 
or would it be better to do as al- 
most everybody seems to plan 
and just add some more reforms? 

The answer is really rather 
simple. Under the reforms we 
have quit teaching the funda- 
mentals and must return to 
teaching them if we are to edu- 
cate scientists. 

Arithmetic is the foundation of 
all sciences. No other science can 
be mastered without an under- 
standing of arithmetic. A_ short 
check will show the pitiful in- 
adequacy of our courses in arith- 
metic. Put mittens on the aver- 
age eighth grader and he cannot 
add or subtract with much effi- 
ciency. 

In high school the courses in 
algebra, physics, geometry and 
chemistry have received the 
same treatment as the courses in 
reading and arithmetic in the 
grade schools. They gloss over 
the fundamentals and then try to 


teach phases of the subjects that 
should be left for the colleges.

Indians at Fault 
As Well as Chief 


WASHINGTON—The overriding fact in the 
Capital today is that President Eisenhower and 


7 his administration must govern the country for 
over three more years. In this period, at the present pace of political 
population and scientific development, the structure of American so- 
ciety and the balance of power in the world are likely to change 
dramatically and it will be the action or inaction of the American 
Executive that will play the decisive role. 


This confronts the leaders of the 
Democratic - controlled Congress 
with immense problems and re- 
sponsibilities. They cannot con- 
duct the foreign policy of the 
United States: They do not have 
the facts or the machinery and 
on the record to date they do not 
have the unity or clarity of ideas 
to do the job. They can help or 
they can paralyze the administra- 
tion — and finding the line be- 
tween helping and hurting will not 
be easy. 

The temptations to assume a 
negative attitude will be great. 
This is an election year in which 
control of the investigating com- 
mittees from 1958-60 will be at 
stake. The Senate is studded with 


-presidential candidates, and the 


frustrations of the Democrats 
after five years in opposition are 
very real indeed. 

Moreover, the administration 
itself is not taking a very helpful 
attitude. Unaccustomed to criti- 
cism in the early years of its 
power, it now resents its critics. 
It is changing, but changing re- 
luctantly and acting as if it were 
merely the victim of bad breaks 
and willful political opponents 
rather than the author of policies 
that have gone wrong. 

If Gen. Eisenhower had had a 
theater commander in the war 
who lost as much confidence 
among his men and got into as 
much trouble as Secretary of 
State Dulles in the last five years 
he would have fired him long ago. 
But he relies on him more today 
than he did two years ago and 
dismisses criticism of his own 
missile program with the remark 

he gave the scientists all the 
es they requested. 
this provokes an opposition 
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which feels that the people are fi- 
nally willing to listen to a few 
political facts of life. But the cen- 
tral point remains: An all-out on- 
slaught on the President, even if 
carefully documented with the 
wealth of damaging evidence 
against him in the record, cannot 
replace him but can only destroy 
the main source of United States 
political power at a critical mo- 
ment in the history of the whole 
free world. 


From the start of his political 
career he has been a symbol of 
the American mood. If he has 
been guilty of inattention and 
wishful thinking, if he has been 
presumptuous of American tech- 
nical and scientific superiority, if 
he has been insensitive to the 
growing frustrations of the intel- 
lectual community or indifferent 
to criticism, he has had plenty of 
company throughout the nation. 

This is a time for searching 
criticism, all right, but for criti- 
cism of the whole society. It will 
have to go on and it will be rough 
and sometimes even cruel, but 
the main thing is that the Presi- 
dent must govern in the mean- 
while. 

One danger already present 
here is that the criticism will be 
so severe and so destructive that 
it will produce a counterattack 
from the Republicans and lead to 
nothing but a noisy, bitter parti- 
san row. 

On the testimony of the most 
responsible observers here, the 
problems before the nation are 
soluble, but they require the help 
of the whole Congress and Execu- 
tive, and they cannot be solved 


by destroying the prestige of the 
President.

Rockefeller Report 
Shouts the Truth 


WASHINGTON—The hard, frightening facts 
of the state of our defenses are slowly coming 
into focus. The facts are frightening not be- 


i 


cause we are in instant peril of superior Soviet striking power. We 
aren’t. The facts are frightening not because we lack the resources 
to outmatch the speed of Soviet gains. We have the resources. 


The danger is that because we 
are not in immediate peril we 
may fail to heed the fact that we 
are moving headlong into mortal 
risk and do too little about it. 


That is the only question that 
need concern us at this moment. 
Are we preparing to do enough 
now to avert military and diplo- 
matic calamity two years from 
now? 

That is the paramount question 
for which the American people 
will hold President Eisenhower 
responsible for answering boldly 
during the coming weeks. 


It is precisely accurate and pro- 
foundly misleading to stress, as 
the White House has recently 
done, that the United States ‘‘is 
not in a weak position at this 
time.” 

That is as usefully comforting 
as to proclaim that we are lead- 
ing in a life-and-death race when 
our opponent is roaring at our 
rear at 150 miles an hour while 
we're going 100 miles an hour. 

We don’t want comforting facts 
now unless they are in perspec- 
tive. The point at issue is not 
whether we are ahead “at this 
time,’’ but whether we are going 
to increase our speed enough to 
win.

What the Gaither report has 
been saying to the National Se- 
curity Council the Rockefeller re- 
port is saying to the people. 

It is saving candidly that the 
United States “is ‘now, not some 
time in the future) losing its lead 
over the U.S.S.R. in the military 
race.” 

It is saying that while we still 
possess a present superiority in 
strategic striking power, ‘‘the 
world balance of power will shift 
in favor of the Soviet bloc unless 
present trends are reversed.” 

It is saying that “‘it is not too 
late if we are prepared to make 
the necessary decisions immed. 
ately.” 

The Rockefeller report's great 
value is that it calmly and can- 
didly states the problems and 
lifts our sights. Among other 
things it urges as imperative: 

That the nation’s defense ex- 
penditures will need to be in- 
creased by about three billion 
dollars a year for several suc- 
cessive years. 

That there must be total unifi- 
cation at the top of the armed 
forces and unified commands to 
perform assigned missions and an 
end to interservice wrangling. 

That while all-out war is our 
greatest danger limited war is 
our ‘‘most likely. threat’ and 
therefore we must develop a full 
Capacity to fight both kinds. 


Economy Swings 


Into Lower Gear 


WASHINGTON—While it has been kept care- A 
fully under cover, a sharp difference. of opinion | 
has been developing- within the Eisenhower ad- OEE 
ministration over what is likely to happen to the economy during 1958 


and what to do about it. The official view is that of Secretary of 
Commerce Sinclair Weeks, who predicted a ‘mild dip’ and then an 


upturn. 

The contrary view is that °’58 
is likely to see a continuing de- 
cline unless measures far more 
drastic than any now contemplat- 
ed are quickly taken. 


At least since last September 
Secretary of Labor James P. 
Mitchell has been warning in Cab- 
inet meetings that trouble lay 
ahead of a more serious nature 
than the Cabinet had recognized. 

With the aid of the able staff 
of economic analysts in the De- 
partment of Labor, Mitchell had 
taken a reading of what the sharp 
cutbacks in defense spending, 
coming on top of the tight-money 
policy, were likely to mean. But 
so intent was the President on 
cutting back from the unauthor- 
ized rate of military spending of 
42 billion dollars a year to 38 
billion dollars that the warning 
went unheeded. 

The nation’s leading economists 
agree with the Mitchell rather 
than the Weeks forecast. At a 
meeting of top-level economists in 
Philadelphia during the holidays 
all were in agreement that the 
economy would continue to de- 
cline in °58. When Arthur Burns, 
former chairman of the Council 
of Economic Advisers, presiding, 
called for some optimism, not a 
hand was raised. 

The figure for unemployment

,800,000. By the end of January, 
with certain sencsdal Siltuenns 


it is expected to go to 4,500,000. 
This compares with 2,800,000 two 
years ago. 


For March the total may be as 
high as six million. If it should 
go that high with Congress in ses- 
sion in an election year the drive 
for a tax cut will be almost irre- 
sistible. 

These are a few of the impon- 
derables that make prediction 
hazardous. A further decline in 
the economy would have one bene- 
ficial effect. It would help to bring 
down prices. The outlook for prices 
in ’58 is for an end of the rise 
that continued throughout the past 
year. 

There is almost as much con- 
troversy over the meaning of 
what is happening tothe econo- 
my as over what the future holds. 
The official view in the adminis- 
tration is that this is a readjust- 
ment, a pause, with the certainty 
that when it is ended the econ- 
omy will move on to new heights. 

But economists out of the New

view of what is occufring.

In 1952, Williamson's efforts to 
sell his diamonds to London deal- 
ers bogged down. They feared if 
they dealt with Williamson they 
would damage their relations with 
De Beers. 

Oppenheimer soon announced 
victory in the struggle. He said 
Williamson, unable to sell a stock- 
pile of $16,800,000 worth of dia- 
monds, had called off the fight. 
The two diamond kings then 
joined interests.

Art Scholar Is Polishing Accent 
To Please 12-Year-Old Daughter

Vladimir Visson has no desire 
to change his job (art director), 
his hobby (‘‘art with a capital 
A’”’), his way of life (studying, 
appraising, arranging art col- 
Jactions), or his present na- 
tionality (American). 

The only characteristic he 
wants to change is his accent 
(mixed), mainly because his 12- 
year-old daughter thinks he 
should talk American. ‘‘She is 
my severest art critic, too,’’ he 
sighed with a _ brown-eyed 
twinkle, ‘‘and since she was 
7 years old she takes art very 
seriously.”’ 

But Mr. Visson’s accent— 
Russian, Danish, French with 
Americanisms thrown in—re- 
flects his culture. This back- 
ground is handy to have for the 
pursuit and pleasure of art, an 
international and universal 
study. 

HALLMARK EXHIBITION 

And it reflects one of the 
pleasures Mr. Visson gets from 
directing the international Hall- 
mark Art Award Exhibition 
which will open Saturday for 
a three-week run at the Atlanta 
Art Assn. 

Flight from upheaval has 
played an adventurous part in 
Mr. Visson’s life. When he was 
14, his family fled the Bolshevik 
revolution. At the hotel in Copen- 
hagen where they lived he met 
a girl whose family also had 
fled the Russian upheaval. She 
has been his wife for the past 28 
years. Mr. Visson lived 20 years 
in Paris before coming to the 
United States in 1941, this time 
escaping Hitler’s onslaught.

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and study. By the accident and 
fortune of birth, he was able 
to study whatever he liked for 
many years. “I’m very happy 
for my childhood,” he ex- 
plained sincerely,”’ because I 
developed wide horizons.”’ 

But when questioned about 
his degrees and honors, he 
grew irritated, and then apolo- 
gized for his agitation, “I think 
degrees and titles don’t mean 
a thing . . . a person should be 
judged by what’s inside him.” 

And what does art with a 
capital A mean to Mr. Vis- 
son? ... “Any true art, when 
an artist through his own crea- 
tion expresses himself. When 
he says something of his own, 
this is great. It doesn’t matter 
that an artist is influenced— 
everyone owes something to 
someone. Every true artist adds 
his own, but he should never 
deny his influence or his back- 
ground.”’ 

For five years during the late 


"30s Mr. Visson produced some 
major French movies. Shortly 
after he arrived in the United 
States, his wealth and posses- 
sions lost in the occupation, he 
became director of the Wilden- 
stein Galleries in New York, a 
position he still holds. His par- 
ents died in this country, and 
his two brothers hold promin- 
ent positions here in the world 
of publications. 

Because Mr. Visson believes 
in learning, his daughter has 
been given the freedom to 
study in a school for gifted chil- 
dren. ‘‘But she learns only as 
much as she wants,” he added 
hastily. 

He raised a finger of caution. 
‘Children should be encouraged 
to learn but not to exhibit. 
Every child is some sort of 
genius—unspoiled, untouched— 
but I prefer to see genius after 
the age of 21. Already the 
world is filled with too much 
externalization.”

Despite Cold, the Cupboard’s Full

It’s freezing cold but Old 


Mother Hubbard’s cupboard is 
not bare, and so her poor dog 
will have his bone. 

The cupboard is filled with 
frozen, canned, and dried veg- 
etables. Climatic conditions and 
cold weather have put a lid 
on the fresh vegetables and so 
prices. will be going up. Mrs. 
Betty Alexander, Extension con- 
sumer information specialist, 
reports that there are reason- 
able prices, however, on the 
old stand-bys, potatoes and on- 
ions. Lettuce is of good quality 
now, and the cabbage and cauli- 
flower are improving. 

Celery is down in price this 
week, and vine-ripened Cuban 
tomatoes will be featured here 
and there. Cucumbers, pepper, 
squash and green beans are 
high. 

BANANAS ARE TOPS 

Bananas hold their place as 
top fruit buy this week, with 
apples running a close second. 
Plentiful supplies of both can 
be found at reasonable prices. 
The embargo on shipment of 
Florida citrus fruits was lifted 
last week, and it seems now 
that the damage is less severe 
than predicted. 

Reports show that the short- 
age of avocadoes during the 
past few seasons is over. The 
peak shipping season is from 
January through May. 

Pork takes the top place in 
the red meat department of 
the markets. Chops and roasts 
rate a place on the shopping 
list. Beef prices have changed 
very little and the cheaper cuts 
should be the choice in beef. 
Variety meats are excellent 
nutritionwise and penny-wise. 

Large eggs take preference 
over medium-sized and small 


ones. The prices have dropped 


at the farm level, and so are 
expected to be lower at the re- 
tail level. Broiler-fryers are 
steady, tom turkeys are plenti- 
ful and Cornish game hens are 
bargains here and there. 
JUNE FLAVOR 

To add the flavor of June-to- 
January menus, try canned, 
frozen or dried peas. Beginning 
with the Stone Age, primitive 
men enjoyed peas. Not until the 
Middle Ages did people find it 
better to eat the peas green, 
and so they began cooking the 
pods whole and eating the peas 
from them. The French court 
at the turn of the 18th Century 
started shelling the peas. Eng- 


lish settlers brought them to |

America and now we have all 
different varieties. 

Canned peas should be kept 
in a cool, dry place. Left-over 
canned foods can be stored in 
the cans they come in. Whether 
they are stored in the original 
cans or in other containers, the 
important thing is to keep them 
covered and in the refrigera- 
tor. 

If only a part of the package 
of frozen peas is needed, do not 


thaw the whole package. Loosen 
the portion of the peas you need 
from the rest by a gentle tap. 
Close the package and return 
it to the freezing compartment. 
Use the remainder within a few 
days before they dry out in 
the partially open package. 

Dried peas should be stored 
in a cool, dry, dark place. Cover 
tightly to keep out insects and 
dust.

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WeLive High asSputnik Above Reds 


By LESLIE GOULD 

NEW YORK, Jan. 6@—-America has a ‘Sputnik’ far more dra- 
matic than the Russian variety. It isn’t something revolving in 
outer space. It is down to earth. 

The United States has achieved the one thing 
the Russians in 40 years of communism haven't 
been able to duplicate or steal. 

This is a standard of living that the Reds 
never will achieve under their system 

Under the American system of private enter- 
prise and private risk taking, workers have 
achieved a living standard higher than anywhere 
in the world under any form of government, and 
they have the leisure time in which to enjoy it. 

What are everyday necessities here are lux- 
uries in other countries and in Russia unobtainable 
by the working men and women. 

This is being overlooked in some of the current

gioom over Russia’s beating this country into outer space and over 
a recession in business after 15 years of boom times—the longest 
and most prosperous period on record. 

The Russian success in penetrating outer space should bring 


them only a temporary advantage, provided the shock of this 
technological development has shaken this country’s leaders out 
of their complacency. 

America’s complacency, politics and interservice rivalries gave 
the Russians their time advantage, not a aa skills 
and educational methods of the Reds. 

Communism is a threat today only because it was saved in 
World War II by the productive power of American private 
enterprise. 

The important thing for Americans in 1958—a year of critical 
test—is not to be diverted. To borrow a golfing phrase—‘‘keep your 
eye on the ball.” 

The ‘‘ball’’ in this case is maintaining the American way of 
life, which has been so rewarding in every way—in peacetime as 
well as in war. The American system of private enterprise has 
twice in a generation saved the world from tyrannical powers. 

The failure to check such powers in the years of peace is due 
to no fault in the American system. It is due to failure of this 
country’s leaders to recognize what Russian communism really is. 


Signs Point to Another Good Year 


The Russians for years—since almost from the end of World 
War Ii—have been banking on an American economic collapse. 
‘they have been forecasting a serious depression every year. 

They have been wrong—and they can be now. Business has 
been due tor a correction, a leveling off after a boom as long and 
as strong as the one of the last 15 years. For more than a year, 
business has been moving sideways, with some lines down, others 
leveling out and some gaining additional ground. 

This has been called a rolling readjustment. FE-ven so, on bal- 
ance the year closed has been a good one and everything points 
to more of the same this year. General opinion is that some 
turther slide will be seen through the first six months, a leveling 
or flattening out in the summer with an upturn in the final quarter. 

In judging this, as in gauging the Russian Sputnik, perspective 
is Important. 

For example, the steel industry expects to turn out 110 million 
tons this year against 114 million in 1957. That is a fair-size drop, 
but a look further back shows that 10 years ago—in 1948—the 
industry had a production of 88,640,470 tons and 20 years back only 
31,751,990 tons, and no one—except maybe the Communists—were 
crying ‘‘wolf, wolf.’’ 

The auto industry will turn out 5.6 million to 5.8 million cars in 


1958 against 6,150,000 last year and 7.9 million in 1955, which was 
a crazy year. Ten years ago, a 3,909,270-car output was considered 
very good and the same for 20-years-ago output of only 2,019,566. 

Take the important field of housing. A rise is expected this 
year—1,050,000 housing starts against 950,000 last year. Ten years 
ago, these were 93],600 and 20 years ago only 406,000 starts. 

A drop in employment is indicated, but with a total of 63 
million on the job against 64.9 million last year and 51.4 million 
10 years ago and 34 million 20 years ago. 

The big cutback will be in capital outlays by industry, which 
were a record-breaking $37 billion last year: This vear’s total of 
$32 billion corapares with $22 billion of such spending 10 years ago 
and only $4.5 billion 20 years ago. 

Gross national product is expected to be $430 billion. off about 
$5 billion from 1957, but 10 years ago the total was $257.3 billion 
and $84.6 billion 20 years ago. 

So it goes with most of the things that make for America’s 
high standard of living. While the figures will be down in many 
lines next year, their total is substantial when viewed in the 
proper perspective. Even in the motor car industry, 1958 will be 
one of three or four best years on record. 


Russians Envy Us Such ‘Bad Years’ 


There is no cause for gloom in such figures. The Russians only 
wish they could have as “‘bad a year”’ as this. If conditions were 
a third as good there as here, they would be having a boom and 
giving that the propaganda pitch around the world instead of 
Sputnik. In fact, things aren't so good there, for even the things 
the average Russian can’t own are shooting up in price there— 
like TVs and cars. 

In Russia, there is one auto passenger car to every 200 per- 
sons, compared to one for every three Americans, including 
women and children. 

In looking back over the last 40 years—40 years of Communist 
rule in Russia—the progress in America is even more startling. 
This progress is not just in material things. Great strides have 
been made in health. Forty years ago life expectancy was 50.9 
years. Now it is 69.5 years and by 1965 it will be 71 years. 

The American in 1917 worked 48 to 60 hours a week, with 
only a few companies granting vacations with pay. The work 
week now is 35, and paid vacations range from a week to a 
month, depending on the length of service. This has been a leisure 
time boom, for with pay never so high, the American family has 
had more leisure time to spend and enjoy its earnings. 


Confidence Is Our Secret Weapon 


Forty years ago there were only 4,727,468 cars on the highways 
—and the highways were mostly dirt and macadam. Radio and 
TV were unknown, but today Americans own 107 million radio sets 
and 47 million TV sets. Against 11,716,000 telephones then, there are 
63,700,000 now. 

The drudgery has been taken out of the homes by the modern 
appliances—vacuum cleaners, washing machines, electric irons, 
dish washers and electric refrigerators. Forty years ago, there 
were only 85,000 washers, against 43 million today. Electric re- 
frigerators have gone from 5,000 to 47.3 million. 

There has been inflation, but the average worker puts in less 
hours of labor today to buy these necessities than he did prewar. 

The security of this country rests today as it always has on 
a sound economy and a strong defense. Confidence is the key to 
both. Confidence on the part of the consumer and business—big 
and small. This is the secret weapon, the Russians would like to 
see undermined. 

There is nothing in our history—the last four or 40 years or 
going all the way back—that justifies any fears that this confi- 
dence can be destroyed.
